The  live  birth  rate  was  4.48  live  births  per  thousand 

population  more  than  for  Monmouths  ire  and  4. 18  more  than  for 
England* and  Wales.  The  local  adjusted  live  birth  rate  was 
h-#37  ®9rf  than  "the  adjusted  hate  for  Monmouthshire  and  4*38 
live  births  per  thousand  population  more  than  for  England 
and  Wales.  The  rates  for  Monmouthshire  and  England  and  Wales 
decreased  when  compared  with  1969.  * 

The  ratio  of  the  local  adjusted  birth  rate  to  the  national 
rate  wqs  1.28,  a decrease  over  the  year  of  0.10 


Last  year  was  the  fourth  year  in  which  illegitimate  live 
births  as  a percentage  of  total  live  births  decreased#  This 
year  with  an  increase  in  the  number  of  illegitimate  births 
by  1 when  compared  with  1969  the  rate  has  increased  by  0.84$ 
*-•33%*  The  rate  for  illegitimate  live  births  per  cent  of 
total  live  births  for  Monmouthshire  decreased  by  0.55$  to 
9.72/0.  The  rates  for  Monmotthshire  and  fo^  Caerleon  are  less 
than  the  national  rate  of  8$.

Both  infant  deaths  were  early  neonatal,  one  being  cue  to 
prematurity  and  the  other  to  cerebral  haemorrhage. 


The  neonatal  and  early  neonatal  mortality  rates  were  greater 
than  those  for  Monmotitihshire  and  England  and  Wales. 

The  neonatal  mortality  rate  was  1.24  more  than  the  rate  for 
Monmotithshire  and  3.5  infant  deaths  per  1,000  live  births  more 
than  for  England  and  Wales.  The  early  neonatal  mortality  rate 
was  2.87  more  than  the  rate  for  Monmouthshire  and  4.5  deaths 
per  1,000  live  births  more  than  for  England  ard  Wales.  The 
early  neonatal  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  increased 
by  1.00  in  1970,  while  that  for  Monmouthshire  increased  by 
0.64  early  neonatal  deaths  per  1,000  live  births.

The  perinatal  mortality  rate  is  less  than  the  rates  for  the 
last  7 years  , and  is  only  fractionally  mote  than  the  rate  for 
1962.  When  compared  with  the  rate  for  last  year,  it,  like  theiifiant . 
mortality  rate  has  almost  halved.  The  rate  is  13.91  stillbirths 
and  deaths  per  1.000  total  live  and  stillbirths  less  than  the  rate 
for  1969.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales^as  it  was  last  year 
while  that  for  Monmouthshire  increased  slightly  by  0,57.

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DEATHS. 


The  crude  death  rate  increased  from  l4.l8  deaths 
per  thousand  population  in  1967  to  16*75  in  1969.  This  year 
both  the  crude  and  local  adjusted  death  rates  have  decreased 
considerably,  the  crude  death  rate  decreasing  fr,om  16.75  PeP 
thousand  population  in  1969  to  11.9  and  the  local  adjusted 
rate  from  16.75  to  7.73*  The  crude  death  rate  was  0.3  deaths 
per  thousand  population  more  than  fo*  Monmouthshire  and  0.2 
more  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  The  local  adjusted 
death  rate  was  less  than  the  rate  for  Monmouthshire  bv  5. 16 
and  less  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  by  3»97  re^ 
thousand  population.  The  ratio  of  the  local  adjusted  rate  to 
the  national  rate  was  0.66,  0.4-1  less  than  last  year. 

Thirty  nine  deaths  were  of  males  and  37  of  females, 

12  fewer  male  deaths  and  13  female  deaths  than  last  year. 

Thirty  four  deaths  were  of  persons  aged  more  than  75ye ars, 

15  deaths  were  of  persons  aged  between  65  and  74  yea^s,  and 

27  deaths  were  of  persons  aged  less  than  65  years,  Of  those 

aged  less  than  65  years,  17  deaths  were  of  males  and  10  of  females. 
The  deaths  of  persons  aged  between  4-5  and  64  years  again  showed 

an  excess  of  male  deaths.  There  were  14  male  deaths  and  6 

fe male . 


Twenty  five  deaths,  l4  of  females  and  11  of  males, 
almost  a third  of  the  total  of  number  of  deaths  were  of  patients 
at  St.  Cadoc's  Hospital.  Six  of  the  deaths  were  of  persons 
aged  less  than  65  years,  5 deaths  were  of  persons  aged  between 
65  and  79  years,  and  the  remaining  deaths,  14-,  were  of  persons 
aged  more  than  80  years,*  Only  5 of  the  2 5 deaths  were  attributed 
to  mental  disorders  , and  hospital  patients  formed  the  majority 
of  those  whose  deaths  were  attributed  to  pneumonia. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  continued 
to  form  the  major  group  of  deaths,  35.5  Tier  cent  of  total 
deaths  and  1,1  per  cent  less  than  last  year.  Sixteen  deaths  we^e 
of  males  and  11  of  females.  Of  the  deaths  due  to  ischaemic 
heart  disease,  15,  the  same  number  as  last  year,  11  deaths 
were  again  of  males  and  4 of  females.  Five  of  the  11  male, 
deaths  were  of  men  aged  between  35  and  64-  years.  Each  of  the 
female  deaths  "was  > of  persons  aged  between  75  years  and  over. 

Deaths  from  neoplasms  formed  the  next  largest  group 
with  2l  deaths,  l4  females  and  7 males.  Only  one  death  was  due 
to  neoplasm  of  the  lung  and  was  of  a male  aged  between  55  and 
64-  years. 

Sixteen  deaths,  10  of  males  and  6 of  females,  were  due 
to  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system.  Twelve  deaths  were 
attributed  to  pneumonia,  2 to  bronchitis  and  emphysema,  and  2, 
both  deaths  of  females,  to  influenza.

This  year  a non-epidemic  year  for  measles,  the  disease 
remained  true  to  form  and  there  were  only  eight;  notifications, 
two  more  than  in  1968  the  last  non-euidemic  year. 

Apart  from  measles  the  other  notified  diseases  were  of  food 
poisoning  and  one  case  of  sonne  dysentery.  In  none  of  these 
cases  was  the  source  of  the  infection  determined  with  certainty 

The  patient  suffering  from  Salmonella  typhimurium  was 
probably  infected  in  a neighbouring  Urban  District,  those 
suffering  from  Salmonella  abony,  and  agona  infections  may  have 
been  infected  in  Italy  and  Spain  respectively. 

The  outbreak  of  food  noisoning  due  to  Clostridium  welchii 
occurred  at  an  institution  within  the  Urban  District.  In  the 
cases  due  to  Salmonella  and  Shigella  a^nnei  faecal  specimans 
were  collected  from  each  case  and  from  all  members  of  the  family 
in  which  each  case  or  cases  occurred.  The  specimans  were  sent 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  identification  of  organisms. 
Patients  remained  under  observation  until.  3faecal  srecimans 
taken  at  weekly  intervals  were  negative  for  organisms  Salmonella 
infections  may  clear  in  a few  weeks  or  rersist  for  many  months. 
One  case  of  Salmonella  infant is  notified  in  October  was  still 
positive  at  the  end  of  the  year.
